THE VALIANT WOMAN. 


In reviewing today the thoroughly 
up-to-date article of Isaae Rubimow 
on the problem of domestic service, a 
stray thought prompted a reference 
to the Vahant Woman deseribed in 
the thirty-first chapter of Proverbs. 
It is the beantiful mirror of woman- 
‘ood held up to us in the Book by 
ove mothers while our ideals were stiil 
being formed by these earliest and 
best ot the world’s teachers, 

Wordsworth’s classic description of 
the “perfect woman, nobly planned, 
fo warm, to comfort and “command” 
mity be more familiar to the school 
girls of today, but where is there any 
description of woman with more un- 
derlying inspiration or wealth of eug- 
geetron than this from Holy Writ? 

Courage and fidelity and industry, 
s"mpathy and charity—these are tue 
keynotes of this ideal woman's 
character, the motifs of a life which 
Is set to fine harmony. Courage and 
fidelity and sympathy! Could there 
be anything finer—in man or woman? 
For the first two are the attributes ot 
truth, and the last makes the hardest 
petiods in life possibie. 


This is what we read of the valiant 
woman in the impressing old-fashion- 
ed diction of three centuries ago— 
*Who-ean find a virtuous woman? for 
her price is far above rubice. . . , 
The heart of her husband doth sately 
trust in her, so that he shall have no 


Mr, Rubinow foresees a time when 
domestic help will be given on a sys- 
tem quite similar to that in use in 
stores and factories The domestic 
worker Will be more independent yet 


more businesslike, he believes, and 
relations between her and her em- 
ployer will be more satisfactory. He 


has studied the servant girl probleta 
thoroughly, and while he uses the 
wotd “servant” he doclares he abso- 
lutely refuses to allow it to be used 
in his own home, He believes it 
should be used as a generic term, but 
hot in an invidious sense, 

In his article Mr. Rubinow 
“Domestic service today is nothing 
but benevolent feudaliam. It is a 
system so pernicious that tho inevit- 
able revolt bas not only set in but ha 
gathered iull headway, The problen 
of domestic serviee is one that ecan- 


ery 


hot be treated lightly or solved 
easily, 
Its ultimate solution is inevitable 


and will be brougnt about, 1 tirmiy 
believe, almost as speedily without 
a with the aid of the public. The 
time is not far distant when domestic 
service will either be destitute of wo- 
men or will be conducted under a 
‘ystem that will remove all svcial 
stigma from the werk, and permit 
thoss congaged in it to maintain 
themeelyes as the heads of their own 
homes, 

“A vast majority of the superficial 
tudents of the servant question, and 
a surprisingly large number of more 
carciul investigators, it secms to me, 
have fallen into a common error, 
They have expressed a tirm convie- 
tion that the exodus of women irom 
domestic service to stores, offices and 
tactories is due to a tendency on the 
part of the women to try to avoid tne 
duties of housework.

luncheon. If the nature ot your
